NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK —We 
dislike to harp on an old 
theme, but since Art Handell, 
Dixon township assessor, 
brought it up, it might be 
worth a bit of discussion. 


Since he introduced the "circle" 


system for determining land values. 
Assessor Handell has been in for 
criticism. We think the criticism 
Is'just. Other well-meaning citi- 
zens think so also. 


This "circle," or zone, system 


instituted by Handell is meritor- 
ious only because it attempts to 
establish some equitable basis for 
land valuations. Unfortunately 
Handell tenariously clings to his 
system as if it were the only fair 
method. 


It's not fair, it is not equitable 


and It Just doesn't add up. 


* • * 


What Assessor Handell Has done 


is total ALL previous tax valua- 
tion within each zone and estab- 
lished a square foot average. He's 
applied that average to the land 
within those zones. 


In a statement he submitted for 


publication, 
Assessor 
Handell 


says: "This certainly is fair to all 
taxpayers within a zone and every 
owner pays his share of the tax 
and is assessed the same as his 
neighbor in each zone, of course 
the further out he gets (Editor's 
Note: He means from the central, 
or business zone) certainly made 
•ome difference in his or her as- 
sessed value, by this method one 
is assurred that his neighbor is 
paying the same for his or her 
square footage of land within the 
zone. All we are trying to do is to 
be fair with all taxpayers regard- 
less of who he or she is." 


He adds a footnote to the para- 


graph: ("Now as per the tax 
commission, this method is not 
unconstitutional as some think.") 
* * * 


Since Assessor Handell estab- 


lished his "circle" system, there 
has been considerable discussion. 
From no quarter have we heard 
anyone uphold the system. Promi- 
nent local real estate men can find 
no rhyme or reason for such a 
method. These hard-headed real- 
tors, who buy and sell property 
throughout the city, just don't do 
business that way. Individual lots 
within a block area vary consider- 
ably in value. The downtown busi- 
ness section is full of such exam- 
ples. 


One downtown merchant, for 


example, finds he possesses * 
rear lot with the same tax valu- 
ation as the choice property 
within his "circle." It appears to 
be an incredible piece of injus- 
tice. He doesn't voice loud objec- 
tion for fear the public will brand 
him a chronic objector. Yet we 
feel that he needs relief from an 
Intolerable situation. 
If Mr. Handell's system is "con- 


stitutional" (although as we recall 
there has been no court ruling on 
the matter), it does not necessarily 
mean that it could not be modified 
to apply more realistically.

March 1 indicated the acreage 
planted to crops this year may be 
down less than one per cent from 
a year ago even though storage 
facilities are crowded with the 
largest farm surplus in history. 


Under crop control programs set 


up by the department, farmers had 
been urged to divert upwards of 
25 million acres — or about seven 
per cent of last year's crop acre- 
age—to non-crop uses, such as 
grasses and soil-building legumes. 


Within Allotment 


The survey indicated that wheat 


plantings will be within the 63,- 
500,000 acres alloted for this crop. 
It also assumed that the cotton 
acreage would be in line with the 
21,400,000 acres allotted for that 
crop. But the prospective 
corn 


acreage was .about the same as 
last year, although the government 
had urged a 10-million-acre reduc- 
tion. 


T h e department 
emphasized, 


however, that the acreages finally 
planted may turn out to be larger 
or smaller than indicated, by rea- 
son of weather conditions, price 
changes, labor supply, financial 
conditions, the crop control pro- 
grams and the effect of the survey 
itself upon farmers' actions. 


It was pointed out that when the 


survey was made, many farmers 
had not yet been notified of their 


individual corn acreage allotments. 


Other Crops 


The survey did indicate, however 


that much land being diverted 
from such surplus crops as cotton 
and wheat will be used to grow 
other cash and lovestock feed 
crops, 
soybeans, 
flaxseed, 
dry 


beans 
and 
peas, 
rather 
than 


grasses and legumes. 


Big increases in acreages were 


indicated also for oats, barley, 
flaxseed, 
sorghums 
and 
sugar 


beets. 


Only in the case of potatoes, the 


price of which is now down, was 
a significant decrease—about 11 
percent-indicated. 


Should farmers plant at or near 


the acreages indicated by the sur- 
vey, and should weather conditions 
be normal for the growing and 
harvesting season, production 
might well create surpluses of 
some crops not now in the excess 
category.

Twin-Engine 
C119 Burns 
In Cornfield 


Maryland Is Scene 
Of Crash Which 
Left No Survivors 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. 


Eighteen occupants of a twin- 
engine C119 died late Friday 
night when the big air force 
plane burst into flames a few 
minutes after taking off and 
crashed into a rain-swept 
cornfield. 


The plane plunged to earth on a 


farm 19 miles south of Annapolis. 
Twisted pieces of wreckage and 
bodies were scattered over a 10- 
acre area. There were no survi- 
vors. 


A heavy ram aided firemen in 


preventing the fire from getting 
out of hand. The plane grazed the 
edge of a wooded area just off 
Maryland Route 2 as it descended 


Witnesses reported the plane was 


on fire before the fatal plunge. 


12 Passengers 


A spokesman at Boiling Air 


Force base, from which the C119 
had left minutes earlier, said 12 
passengers and six crewmen were 
aboard when the Ship took off a 
10:13 p.m. 


The Boiling public information 


office indicated it would be late to- 
day before identities of the victims 
were made known. First there was 
the grim task of identifying their 
bodies. Then relatives had to be 
notified. 


An official said the plane, belong 


ing to the 774th Troop Carrier 
Squadron based at Ardmore, Okla., 
had stopped at Boiling to refuel on 
a routine flight from Maxwell Air 
Force base, Ala., to Mitchell Field, 
N. Y. 


All Servicemen 


Virtually all the victims appear- 


ed to have been U. S. military per 
sonnel. Pieces of sailors' uniforms 
were found on the fringes of the 
crash scene. There was also a 
sleeve bearing the chevrons of a 
marine corporal. 


For a radius of 500 yards pieces 


of the plane, bodies and parts of 
bodies lay under the harsh glare of 
ambulance and fire truck search- 
lights. 


Flames spread from the wreck- 


age to surrounding brush and tim- 
ber, but a heavy rain at the time 
and quick arrival of firemen from 
half a dozen southern Maryland 
communities prevented it from get- 
ting out of hand. 


The C119 crash came at almost 


the same time another air force 
plane, a^B26 from Vance Air Force 
mse, Okla., crashed into a swampy 
area to the south, near Amelia, 
Va. Four persons perished m that 
mishap.

The d e e d s which McCarthy 


named—20 which he said had pick- 
ed at random—ranged from U. S. 
recognition of Russia in 1933 to the 
wartime Yalta agreement, events 
which he linked to the fall of China 
to the Communists and the Tru- 
man administration's handling of 
the Korean War. 


McCarthy planned to leave dur- 


ing the day for Oklahoma City 
where he is scheduled to address 
another Republican meeting. He 
said he intended to fulfill the en- 
gagement despite an attack of 
laryngitis that sent him to bed yes- 
terday with a temperature of 103. 


MILWAUKEE (&)~Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) accused 


the Democratic party of "twenty years of treason" on 20 
counts Friday night and, casting Adlai Stevenson in the role 
of "attorney for the defense," called on him to plead guilty or 
not guilty. 


In leading up to his charges 


against the Democratic party. Ma 
Carthy said: 


"Tonight I shall place before the 


greatest of all juries, the Ameri- 
can people, an indictment of 20 
counts, picked at random, which 
at best constitute gross stupidity— 
or at worst, treason." 


"This does not constitute the en- 


tire picture," McCarthy said, "but 
just 20 counts in the indictment 
picked at random." He said "there 
is scarcely one of you who hear 
me but has had some personal 
tragedy linked to these acts of in> 
famy." 


Rebuttal to Stevenson 


"Twenty years of treason—20 


deeds of betrayal." 


The senator, making a rebuttal 


to a March 6 speech of Steven- 
son's, accused the 1952 Democratic 
presidential nominee of using "the 
Communist method" of attacking 
him and the Republican party. 


Stevenson, in Cambridge, Mass., 


said through a spokesman that he 
had "no comment" on McCarthy's 
speech, delivered at a banquet of 
the Milwaukee County Young Re- 
publican organization. 


Stevenson had told a Democratic 


rally in Miami that the Republican 
party was "divided against itself, 
half McCarthy and half Eisenhow- 
er" and accused McCarthy of-sow- 
ing "slander and disunion." 


A Defense Lawyer 


The senator charged that Steven- 


son, in his speech at Miami, "act- 
ing as- spokesman and defense 
lawyer for the Democratic party, 
used the officially approved and 
published Communist method of 
attacking McCarthy and the Re- 
publican party." 


He said "the main report" to the 


national conference of the Ameri- 
can Communist party last Septem- 
ber instructed party members to 
stir up fights between him and 
Eisenhower, directing their heavi-

Find Bomb 
In Sheriffs 
Car in Time 
Lee Westerman, 
Deputy, Discovers 
Deadly Explosive 


OREGON—(Special)— An 


Ogle county night deputy es- 
caped death by minutes early 
today when he discovered a 
lighted "homemade'1 bomb be- 
neath the dashbpard of the 
Ogle county sheriff's car. 


A possible fatal explosion 


was averted by Lee Wester, 
man, night county patrolman, 
who found the bomb at about 
12:30 a. m. 


Westerman was about to answer 


a radio alert message when he 
opened the front door of the four- 
door sedan parked in front of the 
sheriff's office. 


Smelled Smoke 


He smelled smoke and heard a 


"sizzling" noise. His foot hit some- 
thing on the floor in the front seat 
area. The object was lodged 
against the clutch and brake ped- 
als. 


Westerman said he kicked it. 


With that, he diagnosed the trouble 
in short order, sensing it was a 
bomb. 


Grabbing the makeshift creation, 


he hurled it about 35 feet south of 
the car onto the concrete pave- 
ment. It didn't explode. Apparent- 
ly the fuse had bee* extinguished. 


Ogle County • he r i f f James 


White, who aid been home in bed 
ftt the time, was summoned im- 
mediately by Westerman. 


Call Bomb Squad 


Investigating the would-be death- 


dealer, White and Westerman felt 
the bomb was a dud and proceeded 
to remove it to a safe spot by a 
tree in the courthouse yard. 


White called in the bomb squad 


from Chicago to investigate the 
incident. They are expected to ar- 
rive sometime today. 


According to Ogle county author- 


ities, the improvised weapon wa* 
in a paper carton. The bomb was 
composed of a fuse, a two-quart 
glass jar, naptha gas and five 
sticks of dynamite. 


The dynamite wa* taped to the 


outside of the jar which was filled 
with the highly explosive gas. At- 
tached was a five-foot fuse. 


Narrow Escape 


It is believed whoever put the 


bomb in the car got away just a 
few seconds before Weaterman left 
the sheriff's office and headed (or 
the vehicle. 


Only about six to eight inches of 


the fuse had burned when it was 
discovered. The sparks were about 


j feet from the detonating cap. 
Had Westerman approached the 


car about 10 minutes later, he 
probably would have been killed, 
authorities believe. It would have 
taken that much time for the fuse 
to burn down to the explosives. 


Westerman went to the car in 


answer to a call from the Stephen- 
son county sheriff's office request- 
ing that he set up a road block at 
the intersection of Routes 26 and 
64. 


A motorist reportedly had nearly 


killed a Freeport policeman and 
authorities were attempting to cut 
off his escape south from the city. 


Westerman went to the inter- 


section of 64 and 26 but was un- 
able to locate the motorist in 
question. The wanted man drove 
a green car. 


Ogle county authorities as yet, 


have foilhd no one who may have 
witnessed the placing of the bomb. 
Westerman was on duty at the 
time with Al Rogers, night radio 
man. 
„ 


The box containing the bomb 


was about eight inches square 
and 10 inches high. A label on the 
half gallon jar indicated it had 
previously contained cherries, the 
kind used to top sundaes in drug 
stores. 


Authorities contend the fuse to 


the bomb probably was defective 
in that it went out as a result of 
Westerman's throw. The jar had 
broken when it landed, spilling the 
gas.

•yer after, don't wait until your 
bridal week to go furniture shop- 


That'r the advice of merchan- 


dising expert Mylcs Andrews. He 
•ays: 


"Most brides-to-be are confused. 


Very few of them can make the 
right decisions about their furnish- 
ings while enduring the strain of 
wedding plans. The excitement of 
having gotten the man, choosing 
the trousseau, and planning the 
honeymoon tour is just about all 
they can handle." 


Andrews says the unfortunate 


thing is that when they go willy- 
nilly in the store it is usually with 
their husband's or their own preci- 
ous savings. After mistakes are 
made it is too late to talk about 
what might have been. 


He suggests this plan as a help. 


ful guide to young girls organizing 
their new home: 


1. Decide how much you can 


•pend. Then go to a store which 
•ells merchandise within your x- 
number of dollars. Don't visit the 
best store in town to inspect the 
furnishings out of your price range 
and then think of what you can 
afford to purchase elsewhere as 
second best. 


2. Give the sales person some- 


thing to do. That's what he is there 
for. Don't think you must buy 
something from him just because 
you've asked him a few questions. 
He should be able to give you any 
advice you require without making 
a sale. 


3. Select your basic furniture 


pieces first. Don't start with occa 
sional tables 
which should be 


chosen only in relation to other 
furnishings. A simple Lawson sofa 
or one with similarly uncluttered 
lines, completely upholstered and 
not hampered by wood is best for 
the girl on the budget. She can 
change her decor anytime in the 
future, merely by slipcovering the 
eota, of this type. 


4. Buy a typical size rug which 


can be cut down if you move to 
smaller quarters and added to if 
larger quarters are established. 
New cotton rugs are inexpensive 
*nd come In delightful colors. 


5. Every living room needs a tall 


piece such as a secretary, desk, 
welsh cupboard or breakfront to 
give height, breaking up the lines 
of the low grouping. It not only 
lends importance to the home but 
helps make a room look cozier. 
Occasional tables add to comfort. 
Stack-up tables are ideal for small 
apartments. 


6. Wrought-iron furniture and the 


newer shinier metal types are in- 
expensive and give an outdoorsy, 
cool, clean look to a room, particu- 
larly If it is small. 


7. Bedsprings with legs and sep- 


arate headboards are economical 
if you are furnishing in a hurry 
with the idea that you might like 
to change the headboard, later.

8. Buy mobile pieces if your hus- 


band-to-be plans to move around 
A bit. If he is a salesman or in the 
service it is a good idea to buy fur- 
niture which will withstand trans- 
portation. Good china-based lamps 
Are likely to crack. But there are 
lovely metal reading type lamps 
which may take a lot of punish- 
ment in transit.

rich. In 24 years with stores in Cal- 
ifornia and on the east coast, he 
has noticed the change. Young 
people today have such excellent 
taste that manufacturers have had 
to redesign their lines, giving bet- 
ter design for budget shoppers.

Strictly speaking, the old in-a- 


door bed hasn't been away. b,ut 
it is enjoying a comeback, any- 
way. 


Remember when it seemed that 


every family had one, especially 
those who lived in 
apartment 


buildings? Then hideaway beds 
seemed to fall out of favor. Now 
they're coming back like a song, 
and for a- very good reason. 


It's because the homes being 


built these days are generally 
smaller and more compact, yet 
the people who buy them like to 
have as much room to move about 
in as they ever had before. 


Then there are those who would 


like to have, say, a guest room 
and a study, but don't have room 
for both. 


Hideaway beds can be a very 


practical answer in either case. 
Installed under a book case in a 
study, a hideaway doesn't dimin- 
ish floor space a bit, and you'd 
never suspect it was there. Fold- 
ed down, it converts the study into 
a guest room in a flash. 


One model will fit into a recess 


only 12 inches deep. It is built for 
any standard single or 3i-double 
mattress. Counterbalancing springs 
absorb most of the weight of the 
bed as it is raised and lowered 
and the bed's legs fold away to 
conserve every inch of space. 


Nothing could be simpler than 


the installation of a recess bed 
like this one. A half-dozen screws 
fasten the bed to the floor so that 
the counterbalancing springs can 
be attached to a base frame which 
in turn is' solidly secured to the 
floor. 


Raised, the bed rests on one 


side. There are others that stand 
on end in their enclosures, and 
still others that pivot or roll on 
wheels into closets. 


On the other hand, an installa- 


tion can be pretty complex if you 
want to make it so. An engineer 
in Cleveland.

•The bed might be concealed by 


floor-to-ceiling drapes' or bamboo 
curtains hung from a ceiling track, 
or could be bulit into a room di- 
vider between dining and living 
areas.

tive arrangement calls for a floor- 
to-ceiling e n c l o s u r e 
made of 


raised-grain .plywood. Closed it 
look like a wardrobe cabinet, but 
actually houses an upright hide- 
away bed.

An attractive 
folding

Dulles Adds 'Good Neighbors' 


to List of Laurels 


As time passes it becomes more and more evident that 


Secretary of State Dulles is not to be underestimated. His 
performance at the Inter-American conference in Caracas, 
like that at the Berlin meeting, was highly creditable. 


For a time after Dulles took office, it was fashionable in 


some quarters to picture him as a bumbler who had by some 
accident acquired a reputation as a foreign affairs expert. 
Frequent predictions were heard that he would be the first 
in President Eisenhower's cabinet to feel the axe. 


But by slow, plodding and usually unspectacular stages, 


Dulles has managed to alter this impression among most of 
his critics. This includes many of the foreign ones, who were 
particularly vocal.

At Caracas the secretary won almost unanimous sup- 


port among Latin American nations for his resolution calling 
for a firm front against Communist infiltration in the West- 
ern hemisphere. The lone dissenter was Guatemala, whose 
government is rated extreme leftist. 


Beyond this. Dulles acted to put relations with Latin 


America on a more cordial footing than they have been for 
years. He promised that the United States would consult 
with South and Central American governments on their eco- 
nomic problems. 


During the postwar period, the U. S. has been concen- 


trating on building up Western Europe and trying to rescue 
beleaguered Asia, but has not given its hemispheric friends 
much attention. The "Good Neighbor" policy has languished.

I'm frank to say that I don't. 


What I think is that Bart's father 
is a little too interested in school 
opinions—and that this over-inter- 
est in them may account for Bart's 
dishonest alteration of his mark. 


An A is a mark of the school's 


good opinion. Does an A fill Bart's 
heart with rejoicing? Not if he's a 
healthy child, it doesn't. Does it 
delight his friends or his teacher? 
No, it doesn't mean s thing to 
them. Then to whom is it valuable? 
Who has made an A appear so de- 
sirable that Bart has stolen one? 


If Bart's father is the person 


who has inflated an A's value, what 
is his duty as an honest person ? As 
his son's leader, shouldn't he share 
the responsibility of this theft? 


I certainly would feel compelled 


to in his situation. I would say: "I 
see now that I must take part of 
the blame for this dishonest action 
of yours. For it's clear to me I 
must somehow have given you the 
idea that I value an A above hon- 
esty." 


Children take their moral values 


from ours. To bring Bart up, we 
have to decide quite early whether 
the moral values are supreme to 
us—or whethei worldly approval 
is. 


If it's the moral values we de- 


cide for. then we have to prove it 
at report card time. And remem- 
ber to make minor values of marks 
by saying of an A, "Nice—but what 
I prize is the application to work 
this represents;" and of a D, "This 
means little to me. What matters 
is your courage in showing it to 
me." 


Bart is deaf to moial words. He 


can hear only moral action. It 
merely confuses him to tell him 
that we love honesty very much— 
and then when report cards come 
home, behave as though we loved 
the school's approval very much. 


Because he lives by pleasing us. 


His moral sense is made by what 
pleases us. Which is why we have 
:o take our pleasure, not in the 
school's approval, but in our own 
moral loyalties.

There's a Bit of Irony in Here Somewhere, Folks 
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One of those questions which I 


have been dreading has arrived. 
"Is it true what is being said about 
smoking cigarets?" writes W. M. 
"Are they more harmful than a 
pipe or cigars?" 


This puts me right in the middle 


of a controversy where I would 
rather not toe. First, it is presumed 
that the question oa dgarets refers 
to the recent reports that cig'aret 
smoking predisposes to cancer of 
the lungs. The finger of suspicion 
has not been pointed at pipes or 
cigars—at least not yet. 


It seems certain that there has 


been an increase in the amount of 
cancer of the lungs and that this 
increase has gone hand in hand 
with trne increase in cigaret smok- 
ing. Also, some investigators are 
convinced that long-continued and 
heavy cigaret smoking definitely 
increases the chances of developing 
lung cancer. 


At present most students of the 


subject appear to feel that cigaret 
smoking is not the only cause of 
cancer of the lung but that it is an 
important influence; few non-ciga- 
ret smokers acquire this disease. 
So far'as the second question on the 
relative harmfulness of pipe or 
cigar smoking as compared with 
cigarets, I think no one actually 
knows. 


•At the moment however, there 


are some definitely accepted facts 
about smoking on which nearly all 
are agreed.. Tobacco smoke irri- 
tates the delicate mucous lining of 
the breathing passages and certain- 
lytends to cause a coated tongue. 


merely because he or she eati 
n.ore. Smoking increases the acid 
secretions of the stomach and, 
therefore, is usually banned foi 
those with ulcers of the stomach. 


It is quite well known that smok- 


ing interferes with athletic prowess, 
and shortness of breath on exertion 
in heavy smokers is characteristic. 


It is known, too, that in certain 


diseases of the blood vessels, such 
as Raynaud's Disease or Buerger'i 
Disease, tobacco is definitely harm* 
ful and must be discontinued. 


These are a few of the specula* 


tions and facts about smoking. I 
suspect, though I cannot prove It, 
that the effects differ a good deal 
from person to person and that it 
may be relatively harmless for 
some and extremely undesirable 
for others. 


Heavy smoking will also affect the 
throat and larynx and frequently 
leads to slight cough and hoarse- 
ness.

In the winter of 182l-'22 a Lieutenant 


Webb who was stationed at Chicago 
volunteered to carry an important mes- 
sage to Ft. Armstrong (now Rock Is- 
land) for relay to a fort on the upper 
Mississippi river. 


Webb with a sergeant and an Indian 


guide started west and traveled in five 
ttoccr Thomp»o» 


days to what is now Lee county. They found the Winne- 
bago Indians on the warpath, and were sheltered by Lee 
county's first white settler, LaSallier, a Frenchman. To 
avoid traveling through Winnebago country, which was 
wooded and offered some protection from the wind, the 
small party took to the open prairie to the west. In the 
lieutenant's words: 


"The second day after leaving Rock river was 


the coldest I ever experienced. The ground wan 
covered with about eight inches of snow; and no 
one who has not experienced it, can well imagine 
with what piercing effect the wind passes over 
those boundless field* of snow, unbroken by a 
single tree. 
On that day, at Fort Armstrong, 


sixty mile* south of me and sheltered by woods, 
I afterwards ascertained that the mercury never 
rose above fourteen degrees above zero! How 
cold it was where we were, it is impossible to • 
conjecture; but I know that when my Indian faUed 
in strength, and absolutely refused to take his 
turn in riding the horse to break a trail through 
the snow, I rode his tour of ten minutes In addition 
to my own; and when I got down, discovered that 
my feet, face, hands and knees, were frown. 
"To encamp without wood was an impossibility. 
The country Is a high, rolling prairie; and from a 
naked hill, about five o'clock In the afternoon, I 
discovered an Island of woods lying southwest of 
us some ten miles." 


Despite the hardships of the trip, the party reached 


Fort Armstrong and completed its mission.

SPRINGFIELD—(Special)—Two rare penciled letters 


written by Abraham Lincoln to his Secretary of War 
Edwin M. Stanton have been presented to the Illinois 
.State Historical Library by Stanton's grandson, Gideon 
T. SUnton of New Orleans. 


In announcing the gift Dr. Harry E. Pratt, 


Illinois State Historian, pointed out that only half 
a dozen or so of the more than one thousand Lin- 
coln documents in the historical library are writ- 
ten in pencil. 


The letters were written on March 27 and 


21, 1865, less than three weeks before Lincoln's 
assassination, and were sent to the Secretary of 
War, by military telegraph and then mailed. Pen 
and ink evidently were not available aboard the 
River Queen where Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln and 
their son, Tad, were living. The boat was anchored 
in the James river at the mouth of the Appomat- 
tox near City Point, Va., about twenty miles be- 
low Richmond. 
Lincoln had gone down from 


Washington to confer with Gen. U. S. Grant be- 
fore the capture of the Confederate capital. 


The first note is about 75 words long and the second 


about 50. Written on five by eight inch ruled and folded 
note paper they concern the date for the flag-raising at 
the ruins of Fort Sumter where the Civil War had started 
and which was now back in Union hands. Major General 
Robert Anderson who, as a major, had commanded the 
fort at its surrender was to raise the same flag that had 
been lowered in 1881. 


Btanton had wired earlier that he had set April 14 


as the date for the ceremony. 
Lincoln said that he 


thought the fort fell on Saturday, April 13, and suggested 
that Stanton "look up the old Almanac ... and see if 
I am not right." 


Stanton replied that the surrender had been agreed 


to on the thirteenth but that the evacuation had taken 
place on the fourteenth. In his second letter Lincoln said 
that it made "little or no difference" when the ceremony

Recipe From Cookbook 


Was served this refreshment the other day at 


Hamilton unit meeting; it is from our Home Bureau 
cookbook. It is called molded custard angelfood; the 
June Pilgrim 


ingredients are: 1 large angel food cake, 1 envelope of gelatin, dis- 
solved in % cup cold water, 6 eggs, «i cup sugar and % cup lemon 
juice. Separate the eggs, and cook egg yolks, sugar and lemon juice 
together. Add soaked gelatin* to hot mixture and stir to dissolve. Set 
aside to cool until snupy. Beat egg whites until foamy and fold in sugar 
slowly as you continue to beat. Fold beaten whites into slightly thick- 
ened gelatin mixture. Place pieces of angelfood cake into mold, pour- 
ing custard mixture over bits of the cake. Continue until all is molded. 
Chill and serve 


This is .an excellent way to use 


bits of left-over cake Almost any 
type of cake can be used, depend- 
ing on your personal tastes. Angel- 
food makes it more deluxe. 


Energy Foods 


As we use Up body energy the 


amount of sugar in the body drops, 
and "click"—on goes the sugar 
signal' The energy foods, carbo- 
hydrates, increase the blood sugar 
abruptly. 
However, this sugar 


disappears rapidly and the hunger 
signal flashes back on again. Pro- 
teins also raise the -blood sugar 
level, but hold it above the hunger 
mark far longer.

Mansfield (D-Mont) 
who did much of the questioning, 
said he was still confused aboul 
the policy of "massive retaliation," 
mentioned earlier by Dulles and 
other administration spokesmen as 
a key point in the nation's new 
military planning. 


But Sen. Capehart (R-Ind) said 


he believed he could describe the 
"massive retaliation" policy. 


"What's wrong with you or the 


United States saying to Russia that 
"if you injure or threaten to in 
jure us, we'll hit you with every- 
thing we have?" 


The secretary agreed with one 


of his questioners that Allies would 
be consulted before targets for 
massive retaliation were picked. 


The "new look" military pro- 


gram has been under fire from 
such Democrats as Adlai E. Stev 
enson, the party's 1952 presidential 
nominee. Stevenson suggested that 
Dulles' announcement of it might 
encourage the Communists to,"nib- 
ble away" the free world in small 
bites,' none so big that the United 
States would undertake to stop it 
with ,the sort ,of retaliation that 
would start an atomic world war. 


Dulles said the military policy is 


"not .a .new policy at all so far as 
I am concerned" and involved no 
"abrupt, revolutionary change" in 
the military lineup but rather a 
buildup of air and new weapons 
strength. 


He said selectivity was the key 


to achieving security at less cost 
than "merely meeting the enemy 
where he attacks."

Sen. Byrd Calls 
For Tax Battle 


WASHINGTON (*—Sen. Byrd (D-Va) called today for a fight on 


pending proposals for excise tax cuts, saying- they give the buyers of 
luxuries a better break than those whose purchases are necessities. 


But other senators predicted the 


senate would pass the pending ex- 
rise tax bill substantially in the 
form it was approved Friday by 
the senate finance committee. 


It appeared likely the fight ex- 


pected next week on the senate 
floor will be on efforts to defeat 
further cuts ratner than rescind 
those alieady written in. 


Re\enue Drop* 


The house wrote into the excise 


tax measure reductions that would 
add up to 912 million dollars loss 
in anticipated revenue. The senate 
finance committee eliminated some 
of these reductions, but added 
more of its own, increasing the ex- 
pected revenue loss to 962 million. 


Most of the increase is accounted 


for by a proposal to end all ad- 
mission taxes on movie tickets 
costing less than 60 cents. The 
house had provided merely for 
halving the tax on entertainment 
admissions. 


There appeared to be over- 


whelming sentiment in the senate 
for the cuts. 


Sees Floor Fight 


Chairman Millikin (R-Colo) of 


the finance committee predicted 
the senate would go along with its 
action, although Byrd, a commit- 
tee member and an advocate of 
balancing the budget before mak- 
ing major tax cuts, said there 
would be a floor fight on the ex- 
cise reductions. 


Whatever the final cut, the loss 


will have to be added to the $2,- 
900,000,000 deficit for the new fi- 
nancial year already forecast by 
President Eisenhower. 


The administration is opposing 


the excise reductions for this 
reason, but has not given signs 
of making an all-out fight on the 
Issue.

The ministry of internal trade 


has put on sale "a new type of 
drink," called Sovetskoye veesky, 
or Soviet whisky, distilled in the 
Soviet Union. It is being launched 
with an advertising campaign. 
•It costs 24V4 rubles for a half 
liter (just over a pint). The ruble 
is rated officially at four to the 
American dollar. You deposit an 
extra ruble on the bottl*.

This Soviet stuff is too sharp for 
me.
